DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by Skyba 
#5,109,954. Skyba discloses a ladder comprised of a vertical support 16, V-shaped bracket/rung 
assembly 20, protruding parts 48a, 48b, 48d, having passages therein, and downward moving 
wedge shaped element 78. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. D' Acquisto #6,547, 035, and Swankie #6,666,456 are cited to teach ladder assemblies.
